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ihe present invention is a system and method for consolidating financing in an 
internet exchange portal. The method of the present hneution includes the steps of 
receh ing a set of financing application^ ut the internet exchange portal, generating a 
generic financing application from the set of applications, roc en ing data for the generic 
financing application, and populating the set of financing applications with the data. (See 
Summary of the In ven tion, page 4. lines 3-7 V. 

I he sxstem and method of the present in\cmion are particular!) advantageous 
o\er the prior art because a trading internet exchange portal is combined s\ith potential 
revenue streams from financing revenue flows. 1 he present invention aiso simplifies 
steps bv which bmers need to go through to obtain financing credit through a Business to 
Business internet exchange porta!. hv requiring bmers to onlv liii out one credit form 
rather than multiple ones to obtain "financing' flooring" lines that can be used to transact 
through an internet exchange portal, fhe present invention permits buvers to manage 
credit lines and use credit to pa\ for exchange purchases from within the internet 
exchange portal rather than access an externa! portal therein simplifying purchase 
through the portal. (Sec Nummar> of the Imention, page 4. line 1 ** — p 5. line 4).

1 or at least these reasons, independent claims 1 . 9. and 17 and their dependent 
claims are allowable over Maxwell. 

1 hi id, the claims recite that an internet exchange porta! genet ales a generic 
financing application B\ contrast. Maxwell teaches that a usei (not an internet exchange 
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portal) enters data into a data collection form Lo generate graphical scons. Maxwell does 
not teach or suggest (hat an internet exchange porta! itse it" generates a generic financing 
application. 

For at least these reasons, independent claims 1, ( K and 1 7 and their dependent 
claims are allowable over Maxwell. 

Dependent claims 2, 1 0. and 1 8 scene rcccix tng a set of financial applications and 
then consolidating similar sets oi data fields in each financing application into a generic 
data field m the generic financing application. Maxwell does not teach or suggest these 
elements. 

Nowhere does Maxwell teach or suggest receh ing financial applications and then 
consolidating >imil:if fields oi" these financial applications into a gen trie data field in the 
financial application B> contrast in Maxwell, the user enters data into a collection form 
("the data collection interface collects a data set \ia a data collection form" see Maxwell 
at 50-5.1 ). This u-vr data is then associated \sith a graphical icon isxv Maxwell at 62- 
67 1. 1 ater. when a user is prompted to enter personal itifounation into a form, the user 
drags the icon into the form t^ee Maxwell at 30-35). 

first, m Maxwell the iber nexer receives financial applications. Second, fields oi 
a form are not consolidated in Maxwell (instead a nsei drags an icon into a foiroi 1 bird, 
in Maxwell fields are not consolidated into a genetic data field tn the financial application 
instead a oset drags an icon into a form}. 

hn at least these additional reasons, dependent claims 2. 10. and 18 are allowable 
over Maxwell. 

Response to Examiner's Arguments 

The Examiner makes numerous arguments. Applicants respond to some of these 
arguments. 

First, the 1 xamtner digues that the claimed term "'financing" is non-functional 
descriptive matter {see 1 mal OA at p 3). Applicants respeetfuSh ask the Board of Appeal 
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to pro\ itie weight to each wind recited in the claims.. The I xammer is ignoring words 
actually appearing in. a claim. 

Second, the l'\aminer makes the following argument: 

) 01 arguments sake, even if Maxwell did not specif} an internet 
exchange portal wa.- w-heie the reoeh ing and generating was taking 
place, the imitation jsic| "at the internet exchange porta!" does not 
define over the art oi record as there is no patentability mereh in 
changing whete the functions are performed as the .same result is 
accomplished. tSee Final OA at p. 3). 

\ga:n. the ! \ainhiet is ignoring recitations expressl} recited in the claims, fhe 
eitation to /;/ rc !)u]Kr\i is not related to the present issues. The 1 \amifK is using /;/ re 
(HtJhcrg as a wa_\ to ignore recitations in a claim. I he i Auminer has misconstrued the 
teachings in this ca^e. Applicants respectful!} ask the Hoard of Appeals to weigh all 
words actual!} recited in the claims.

Claims 3-6. i 1-14. and 19-22 arc rejected under 35 USC § i03ut) as henig 
unpatentable m er I \SP\ o.5Ss>.2«0 { Maxwell ) in \ iew of I 1 SPN 6.208,07*) ^Sinclair}. As 
noted m section V. Maxwell tails to teach ot suggest ail the elements of the independent 
claims. Sinclair fails to cure the deficiencies of Maxwell I hus. for at least tlx reasons 
gi\en abose in connection with the independent claims, the respective dependent claims 
ase allowable o\er Maxwell and Sinclair
